Ihave received a number of letters from сог- 
respondents ask for recipes for curing and 
dressing skins. ! have from time to time given 
directions for mole, rabbit, and other small skins 
and the recipe I now give will answer for small 
animals as well as for the skins of lions and tigers. 
It will do admirably for the fox and cat skins 
“Н. E." is anxious to preserve for making rugs, 
&c. The fresher your skins are when you set 
about preserving them, the better chance you will 
have of turning out a decent bit of fur. Mix 
enough bran and soft water, and put the skins 
into the mixture for twenty-/our hours—a little 
less time will do for the smaller skins—then take 
them out, and wash them well with clean water, 
and carefully scrape off all the flesh. Make a 
pickle ; to one gallon of hot water, add one pound 
of alum and a quarter of a pound of salt. When

Ho has rendered 
many important services to the Queen, who was 
in uent communication with him about all 
sorts of matters, as his opinion always had great 
weight with her Majesty, who fully appreciated 
the value of so experienced, sagacious, and clear- 
headed an adviser. Lord Sydney was distin- 
guished for his tme manners and his ready tact 
on alloccasions. He was a most kindly, pleasant, 
and hospitable man, and the best of good company 
when his surroundings were congenial. 

Lord Sydney was one of the very few survivors 
of the unreformed House of Commons, as he sat 
from 1896, until he succeeded to the peerage in 
1831, for his father's pocket-horough of Whit- 
church. His Court employmen: commenced in 
1828, when he was appointed Groom-in- Waiting to 
George IV., and he was attached to the House- 
hold in every Whig or Liberal Administration 
after he became a peer. Lord Sydney was Lord 
Chamberlain for eleven years altogether, and 
Lord Steward for nearlv six years. 4

А COALFIELD DISCOVER-D IN KENT 
For the past two or three 
Watkin, the chairman of the 
way and Channel Tunnel Companies, has 
directing his attention to a search 
point on the South-Eastern Railway adjoining the 
experimental heading for the tunnel.

His report says:—''Coal was 
reached on Saturday last, the 15th inst., at 
1,180ft. below the surface. It came up mix 
with clayand reduced almost to powder by tue 
boring tools.

The seam was struck after passing through 
twenty feet of clays, grits, and blackish shales 
belonging to the coal measures, which at this 
int lie close under the lias, there being only a 
ew intervening beds of sand, limestone, and black 
clay separating them. Тһе correepondence of 
the deposits, with tnose found in the Somerset- 
shire coaltield is thus pretty close, the difference 
conr sting in the absence of the red marl at the 
Bl; pere boring.

A WIFE’S GRIEVANCE, 

The case of Fisher v. Fisber was before Sir 
James Hannen in the Divorce Court on Thursday.

In August last year she 
went to the Bedtord Hotel, Brighton, to meet 
him; but owing to & communication made to 
the manager of the hotel she went to the Queen's 
Hotel, also in Brighton, where she reinuined 
the night, On the following morning her 
husband came to her, and said that he had pen 
the night with another woman,to whom he had 
given £10. She bad never since then cohabited 
with him.

THE RIGHTS OF LANDLORDS. 

At the Board of Trade on Thursday, Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach received a deputation of cotton 
spinners, introduced by Sir William Houlds- 
worth, M.P., whose object was to secure, through 
parliamentary action, the abolition of the iand- 
lords’ claim to ptiority of rent.—In reply, Sir M. 
Hicks-Eeach said the case the deputation 
divided itself under two very different heads; 
first, the general law of distress; and, secondly. 
the special hardships arising from its action ir 
their trade. Certainly be could not say anything 
in favour of the abolition of the law, which was 
more favourable for the tenant than for the land- 
lord.

cent., and, although the men did not get so great 
а reduction of work as asked for, they expressed 
themselves as iore than satisfied with the 
liberality of the directors, Objections, however, 
were goon made. 'l'his or that arrangement was 
not in accordance with the “rules of the union,” 
and as each point was of comparatively small ım- 
portance, further concessions were made. ‘These, 
to very careless working on the part ofthe 
men, resulted in the total cost of retort-house 
labour being increased 45 per cent., or nearl 
440,000 а year, which is equal to a charge of 2d. 
per 1,000 cubic feet in the price of gas. This it is 
expected will be recove! in the course of time 
by the adoptionof macbinery and new systems of 
carbonising, whereby a large amount of labour 
will be unnecessary; but some immediate im- 
provement is looked for from the better spirit and 
the willingness to work well and honestly mani- 
fested by the new men.

the laying in of food and fuel. his action, the 
rectors believe, prevented the men from pro- 
ceeding to a strike in October on the demand for 
double time on Sundays. The directora intro- 
duced the bonus or profit-sharing scheme on the 
6th of November with the sole object of attaching 
the men to the comp and securing their 
interest in ite working.—The events which fol- 
lowed the refusal of this by the stokers are 
reviewed, and the steps taken to obtain men from 
the provinces are described. The managers and 
foremen had to teach and set to work 3.000 men, 
most of them being strangers to each other and 
new to the work. The old etokers made on the 
4th of December, the day before they gave notice, 
27,594,000 ft. of gas; but the make on their last 
day, the 12th of December, was only 23,197,000 ft. 
The new men on their first day made 13,431,000 ft., 
and gradually improved. The smallest quantity 
of gas sent out on a week day was 10,044,000 cubic 
feet on Monday, the 16th of December, whereas 
the ordinary consumption would have been about 
27,000,000 ; and the lowest stock in the gas-holders 
was 7,002,000 ft. at midnight on the l4th of 
December. The directors acknowledge the 
given them by the railway companies, 
the assistance the police in pre- 
л order. Мапу of the new men, 
especially those obtained by labour agenta, were 
not of much use, and large numbers were either 
discharged, left of tbeir own accord, or were in- 
duced to leave by the strikers. Consequently for 
two months fresh men were constantly being 
brought from the country, thus delaying the 
resumption of regular working. but the strike has 
roved that the company can command, and 
nows where to obtain, at very short notice, any 
number of capable men. The directors assure 
the new men who have stood by the company that 
their conduct and services are most thoroughly 
appreciated, and that they may rely upon {һе 
directors being true to them so long as they do 
their duty. 
The Cost of the Strike. 
The direct cost has been very heavy probably not 
less than £50,000—while the indirect expenses and 
losses may amount to about half that sum in 
addition. The board recommends that half the 
direct cost to the 31st of December last (viz., 
£30,349, as shown in the accounts) should be met 
trom the insurance fund, and the other half from 
the dividend, leaving to the reserve fund the 
indirect losses which, with the undivided balance 
brought forward, has alsoto meet the rise iu the 
rice of coais andthe large increase in wages which 
taken place quite apart from the strike. The 
reserve fund exists to meet emergencies of all

THE O'SHEA DIVORCE CASE.
